The does of cocaine chloride, hy- 
podermically, is from one-twelfth to one- 
fourth of a grain, dissolved in water, re- 
peated as necessary.

Keeping Watermelons and 
Squashes. 


We ate the last of our watermelons 
December the 8th, a large one, a de- 
acendant from seed brought from Vir- 

is, u deten years ago or more. This 
ruit, as usually managed, lasts only three 
or four weeks in the Northern States. 
The season may be prolonged through 
October and November with a little pains 
taking. Specimens for late use should te 
picked about a week before they are in 
their best eating condition, carefully 
handled, and placed in a cool, dry room, 
where there will be no danger of frost. 
By the last of October they should be 
packed in dry sswduset, clean dry hay, or 
cut straw, kept in a dry room and used 
as wanted. The old-fashioned way of 
keeping crook-neck squashes, hanging up 
in the e a loop of woolen list- 
ing, is still in use, and is effective when 
the room is safe fr. m frost. When the 
coal fire is not avffered to go out, they 
keep well through the winter, The Hub- 
bardsand Marbleheads are good eie 
under similar conditions. Where there 
are closets against the chimney, these 
and o:her hard-shelled equazhes, keep 
well. The great secret of succees is very 
careful handling. Asa table vegetable, 
and in pies, these winter squashes are 
hard to beat. 


How Many Acres in this Field? 


If one asks how me ny acres there are in 
any of our fields, nine out of ten of us 
will say: Oh, about—acres.” This 
guesswork is one of the serious defects in 
our practice ; we guess too much, Let 
us be more accurate aud know each month 
just where we stand. We can not tell 
just how much we have gained or lost by 
@ crop, unless we know how much land it 
has occupied. If it has occupied about 
so much land, then we do not really 
anything about it, To measure 
fields with straight sides and : quare cor- 
ners is an easy matter; the length multi- 
plied by the breadth will give the area. If 
there is a hollow running through the 
field, get ita length by measuring along 
either side a certain distance from the 
central line, and multiplying this by the 
average width. No matter how many 
bends there may be in the central line 
follow it ; if the bends are equal both 
ways, you will have the exact length ; if 
the central line follows a continuous 
curve in one direction, measure it, or 
else measure along both sides and take 
one halt of their aum When the area 
occupied by the hollow is thus determin- 
ed, subtract it from the gross area of the 
field as previously ascertained.:— [Ameri- 
can Agriculturist.

frontiers of Mongolia and Manchuria,

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A NEGRO’S TREACHERY. 
The Terrible Measscre ef Rianchi's Fx- 
pedition in Afilen. 


Signor Luccardi, corréspondent of the 
Mun Society cf Exploration io Africa, 
has zent from. Maseowah the following 
summary, dated Dec. 12, 18°4, of Sig; 
nor Naretti's report ccnfirming the news 
of the mae ere of the expedition led by 
S gur Bianchi: From Mevaja Bianchi 
and his con paniora continued their jour · 
bey into the country of Mohammed d' Au- 
far d Abesa. During the first stage they 
were surrounded by Danakils, but 
ces them away with afew shots 
end freworks. The Lext mornirg seven 
Danakils apprcached, end the travellers 
told their guide, Mandaitu, to ask what 
they wanted After a long conversation 
the guide returned, saying thatthe Dana- 
kils wanted to mske peace and be friends, 
and declared that they were ready to 
show the travellers where water was to 
be found, and to conduct them 's far as 
Assab. Bianchi accepted this offer, and 
allowed the Danakils co stay in the tent 
aud eatand drink with tnem and his 
companions. Bianchi said to them: If 
you are our friends, I beg you to tell me 
whether you know where our friends 
Giuletti and his party died.” One of the 
Danakils answered: We know the 
ple c. It is not far from here and the 
place where we shall cemp to-night.’ The 
party then lefs the golema far behind to 
the right, and, passing the volcano, ad- 
vancedt the northwest and camped iu 
the evening. Bianchi, Monari, and Diani, 
with the seven friendly Danakils and the 

uide, then went to the spot where Giu- 


‘letti and his companions were killed to 


search for their remains. They found 
and took with them a few bones, returao- 
ing to the camp, where they passed a quiet 
night. In the emorning they raised the 
cawp, and at that moment a quarrel arose 
between Mandaita and the natives, whom 
Bianchi and his companions, with the 
help of aservant, managed to separate, 
and the journey was continued. They 
arrived at evening at a place called Rob- 
cock, which is still in the region of Mava- 
ja. There, on the summit of an elevation, 
near a small lake, they camped. Bianchi 
and his companions ascended to the top - 
most point, and exclaimed. here is As- 
sab; wo are very near!’ and joyfully re 

turned to the camp. The Danakils had 
taken with them a fine white cow asa 
present, and this was killed for supper, 
Afterward the whole party began to talk 
and laugh, but the travellers were on 
their guard, and had placed sume slates 
and an Abyseinian servant outside to 
watch, while Bianchi's own faithful ter- 
vant went to and fro. Towards 2 O clock 
in the morning some noise was heard 
outside the camp. The travellers were 
taken by surprise. Bianchi had only 
time to call his faithful servant, * Ciufa ! 
Ciufa? who on entering the tent was the 
first to be killed. Diana wounded a say- 
age in the leg before he himself fell. The 
guide Mandaitu was only slightly wound- 
ed with a lance, and on his calling out, 
Jam Mandaitu! Iam Mandaitu!’ the 
chief of the Danakils told his followers to 
let the man live, as be was one of them. 
The servants outside the tent shot a na- 
tive, bus in their turn wers all massacred. 
This occurred about the 7th or 8th of 
October. In the morning, when the 
Danskils found that Mandaitu was 
wounded, they gave him twenty cows and 
thirty sheep, and carried him into his 
own country, also called Mandaitu, and 
only two days journey from Siket.

The following is the report of the debate in 
the Legislative Assembly last week, regard- 
tng the late smallpox epidemic in Hunger- 
ford :— 

‘Mr, Woop moved for a return showing in 
detail the ea pendituren made in the township 


of ch ee the authority of the Pro- 
2 of Health, and the Local Board 
that 


ealth, during the late oT epidemic 
prevailed in that township, with the 
number of cases and deaths, aud the length 
A time the epidemis prevailed. He said that 
during last summer and autumn an epidemic 
‘of smallpox broke out in the township of 
ungerſord, and before the nature of the 
disease was discovered many deaths occurred. 
The secretary of the Provincial Board of 
Health was comtuunicated with, and paid a 
visit t., the ggg and organized a Local 
Beard of Health. A hospital was improvised 
and other measures were taken to stamp out 
the diseuse. The disease was finally got un 
der control after u large number of deaths 
*sccurred. A bill had been sent to the town - 
ship council by the local Board of Health for 
the expenditure incurred in fighting the 
disease, amounting to $10,000. is expen- 
diture seemed extravagantly high. He had 
no charge to make inst any persons con- 
nected with the affair, for so far as he knew 
the Provincial amd Local Boards of Health 
did all they could, but certain things had 
occurred for which somebody was to blame. 
Two medical students were sent down to 
Hungerford to give medical supervision, and 
he was told some extraordinary occurrences 
had taken place. A respected farmer living 
in che immediate neighborhood, and in we)l- 
to-do circumstances, was teken ill. One of 
the students went to see him,and pronounced 
the case one of smallpox, and ordered the 
cae to the hospital. In spite of his re- 
fusal the man was sent to the hospital, altho’ 
as it afterwards turned ont, he had not the 
smallpox. After being in the hospital 14 
days he contracted the disease and died of its 
effects, away from his friends and family. He 
did not know whom to blame for this sad 
event. If the law was imperfect it should 

altered. To charge 810.000 for such a 
service seemed most unfortunate. He under- 
stood the qualified medical man who was em- 
ployed in attending to nome of the cases 
charged $4000 for his services. The lecalit 
Jost 60 persous out of 200 ces.

Mr. Ross (Huron) said that when the

ford. eyidemic, and ke would have preferred 
that the discussion had been deferred till it 
was brought down. ‘The provincial expendi- 
ture in connection with this epidemic would 
be $1,600. The estimate of the local expen- 
diture was $10,000. There had been 200 
canes, of whom 45 had died. It was an out- 
break of :grent magnitude, which required 
1 mid egergetie measures to deal with. 
n a new settlement like Hungerford the 
local Board of Health naturally required 
more assistance than they would in older 
districts. The money spent by the Govern- 
ment was at the request of the municipality 
The. focal medical: men naturally refused to 


attend to these cases, knowing that if they 


did go they would lose their regular practice. 
One medical gentleman was appointed by the 
locality’as’ health officer aud attended to the 
cases in one township. He had been told his 
bill was very large, but could not yet say 
whether it was correct or not. Application 


was made for additional medical service aud 


two qualified students wer supplied, their 
expenses and salaries being paid. The local- 
ity had to be isolated, the outlets had to be 
guarded, the stoge line stopped, and the 
churches and schools closed, in onler to keep 
the disease circumacrilied. Al this cost 
money ; but the effort was successful, and the 
epidemic bad been stamped out. A good 
deal of infected clothing and bedding was 
destroyed, ani no doubt the expenses were 
increased hy losses of that kind.

Artificial Sen · water: 


It was supposed fof many years that 
there was some mystery in natural sub- 
stances that made it impossible for man 
to reproduce them. Organic substance, 
it was supposed—that is, matter. created 
by u living organiem—could not be suo- 
cessfully recreated by the art of man! 
But thisis proved to have been a mis- 
taken notion. Urea, an animal sub- 
stance, was among the first that was 
scientifically reproduced: Since then 
many other other organi. substances have 
been recomposed by ch. wists and physi- 
cists, It has been believed, for instance, 
that artificial sea-water could Lot be 
created, and the fact that salt-water fish 
died in the first imitations of salt water 
seemed to confirm this belief. But the 
scientists in Berlin have reproduced a 
salt water that is actually superior to 
that of the ocean, ond in which salt fish 
live and thrive better than in salt water 
brought from the ocean. Like wine, this 
artificial water improves with age, while 
the ccean water detericrates. In the 
Hamburg aquarium the water has not 
been changed for fifteen years, and it is 
en, clear, odorless, and of the very 

quality. All that is needed is toadd 
sometbiag to make up for ev&poration, 
The following is the receipt for making 
artificial sea-water: thirteen and one- 
quarter gallons of pure, hard well-water, 
forty- eix and ahalf ounces of common 
salt, three and a half ounces sulphate df 
magnesium, five and a quarter ounces of 
chlorate of magnesium, and two ounces 
of sulphate of potassium. This mixture 
is allowed to stand for some time, when 
home live salt-water alge adhgring to 
stones should be added. These algo 
multiply and grow quickly, and ther 
function is to supply oxygen to the wal er. 
Some hardy animals could then be put in, 
andes the algo multiply more tender 
ones could be added. Should the water 
become turbid, it should be filtered, and, 
to make sure of the eupply of oxygen, an 
aerating apparatus can b, used with ad- 
vantage. The success in reproducing sea- 
water makes it possible for man tosome-

Isabella and the Earthquake. 

Queen Isabelia was radely shaken by 
the repeated shocks of earthquake at Se- 
ville, Spain, basnotseriously hurt. She had 
u narrow escape of being iu the sawve qui 
peut in the theatre, where she was to have 
witnessed an Italian opera. But the un- 
expected arrival of a welcome visitor kept 
her athome. She was taking a cup of tea 
and laughing at the sulemn talk of her 
parros when the first oscillation took 
place. The bird fell dowu fainting from 
its:perch, just as might a youny lady. 
Isabella's armchair toppled over, and the 
cup was flung from her hand. A mem- 
ber of her household writes that she was 
not alarmed uatil some time after the 
shock, when there was a nervous reaction, 
When she felt the earthquake she cried 
out, “Why, if I were not in my owa 
house I should fancy we were ina sinking 
ship.’ A second shock at midnight, and 
a third at dawn, rather upset her. Her 
ears were assailed by the ories of the peo- 
ple in the streets; She telegraphed to 
the King to send money at once for dis- 
tribution among the greatest suffurers, 
and has placed the Palais de Castille at 
the disporal of a Spanish committee, 
which will give a fete there for the bene: 
fit of the victims of the earthquakes in 
Southern Spain. It is also proposed 
set up in the ex-Queen’s Paris residence

One river, the Chagres, is 
the great obstacle to rapid advances. In 
the San Juan itself there is a mightier 
obstacle, while its numerous affluents 
pour millions of tons of water and debris 
into what is proposed shall be converted 
into a navigable channel. The rapi la, 
which are so frequently spoken of as 
forming barriers to the success of the 
work, are in reality the most favorable 
spots for locks..

Relizion in America. 
The rise and fall of religious creeds in 


this country is very interesting as show- 


ing the tendency of things with us. Since 
1860 the Methodists have kept pace with 
the growth of population. Twenty-four 
years ago they numbered 8,600,009. To- 
day they have about 15,000,000 adher- 
ents. The Baptists have increased from 
8 000,000 to about 12,000,000, which 
shows an increase of 50 per cent. as to 
numbers, but a decrease of 25 per cent. 
compared to the growth of population. 
The Presbyterians now number 5,500,000 
against 3,600,000 in in 1860, about 53 
er cent. increase. The Lutherans have 
increased 60 per cent. The Oongrega- 
tionalists now number about 1 800,000,an 
in increase of only 27 per cent. while the 
population has increased 75 per cent. 
The Episcopalians number 1,200,000, an 
increase of 33 1-3 percent. in twenty-four 
years. The Hebrews namber about 700,- 
000, an incerease of 100 per cent. in 
twenty-fouryears. The Friendsor Quakers 
show a falling off of 60 per cent., and now 
number only 150,000 persons. Bub the 
most startling figures of all are those that 
relate to the Roman Oatholics, In 1860 
they number d 3,100,000. That church 
ay claims 9,500,000 adherents, a gain 
of 200 per cent, In fifteen years. should 
the same ratio of increase continue, there 
will be 25,000,000 Oatholics in this coun- 
try. No figures are given as to the skep- 
tics or non-believers, bub undoubtedl

REQUESTING AID FOR THE COMPARY.

STATEMENT OF THE CASE. 

Mr. McCuaig stated that the company 
was authorized in 1884 by an Act of 
Parliament to extend their line north- 
ward to a junction with the Canadian 
Pacific railway. The line had been com- 
pleted to the centre of the township of 
Wollaston, about 80 miles north of 
Trenton. The part of the linc formerly 
known as tho Princo Edward County 
railway, 83 miles in length, between 
Trenton and Picton, had beon subsidi- 
red by the Province of Ontario, the Co- 
unty of Prince Edward, aul the mun- 
icipalities of Trenton and Picton. 
The part botween Trenton and Wollaston 
had received no subsidy whatever. It 
traverses the rich iron deposits of the 
county of Hastings, and also serves 
the fertile agricultural districts of North- 
umberland and Peterboro'. Its further 
northern extension is designed to afford 
access to the rapidly developing country 
south of lake Nipissing. Numerous 
valuable water powers would be brought 
into easy accessibility. He asked that 
the Government would give the road a 
subsidy.

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THE SUDAN. 
PERILOUS POSITION CF THE 


BRITISH FORCES. 


The latest intelligence from tho small 
British forces in tho Sondan is to the 
effect that their position is one of great 
danger, and from some reports it would 
seem not at all iinprohable that the fate 
of the unfortunate IIicks“ little army 
two yoars ago may yet be in store for 
them. The fall of Khartoum and the 
death of Gordon has changed the whole 
us pect of this unfortunate war. While 
he was alive and so gallantly held the 
city against his enomy, tie British re- 
lief force was stimulated with the noble 
ambition to save a gallant countryman, 
and to do this they were prepared to 
cut their way through an opposing force 
ten to one against them. Now, how- 
over, tho scene is changed; Gordon is 
dead anid the stronghold he so gallantly 
defended with a handful of Egyptian 
troops for upwards of a year, is in the 
hands of the enemy. 

This temporary elevation of the 
Mahdi's power has brought thonsands 
of hitherto neutral tribes to his stand- 
aril, and elated’ this whole force with 
the confidence of victory. In addition 
to this, 30,000 Remington rifles and a 
large supply of cartridges fell into the 
rebels’ hands by the capture of Khar- 
toum. It is now thought the Mahdi 
has an armed force of at least 150,000 
men in the Soudan, and in the heart of 


the enemy’s country is the British force’ 


of less than 9,000 men. 

The British losses have been severe 
so far. Col. Burnaby, Gen. Earle, and 
other distinguished officora fell while 
gallantly fighting at the head of the 
British forces. And now Gen. Stewart, 
who was wounded at tho memorable 
hattle of Abu Klea wells at which place 
his little army of about 1500 men utter- 
ly routed a force of at least 10,000, has 
since died of his wounds. Col. Buller, 
who succeeded him, has found it neces- 
sary to order a retreat hack toward 


Korti, the head quarters of tho British. 


force, and back the little force is obliged 
to march over the ground where a few 
weeks ago they passed yictoriously for- 
ward, Wolscley still remains at Korti 
with the main hody of the British forces. 
It is greatly feared that both Buller's 
command and Earle's division on tho 
Nile, now under command of General 
Brackenbury, will de surrounded by tlie 
enemy and annihilated, and even Wol- 
seley's position at Korti is not deemed 
any too secure. The reinforcements 
from England and India are expected to 
reach Sunkim the first week in March. 
The offer of Canadian officors to raise 
regimeuts for service in the Soudan has 
been declined hy the Home Government 
on the ground that there is not now 
time to get them to the seat of war, to 
be of any assistance. .

We have been favored with an advance 
copy. of the report made to the Provincial 
Secretary on the subject of the late outbreak 
of smell-pox in the Township of Hungerford, 
by Dr. Bryce, Secretary of the Provincial 
Board of Health, in which fall details of the 
operations of the Board are given. That 
commendable promptitude was shown, ia evi- 
by the fact that on Nov. 17th Dr. Bryce 
wasinformed by Dr. Dafoe, of Madoc, that 
the contagion had appeared in the township, 
on the 18th he was telegraphed for by a mem- 
ber of the Hongfrford Council, and on the 
19th he arrived at Tweed aud at once took 
the neccasary action. 

The expenditure by the Provincial Board 
wan $1,665.10, aud that by the local author. 
ities is approximated at $10,000, and the total 
approximated expenses for each of the 202 
cases was thus 75 

The first case occurred on October 5th, and 
the last on December 12th. In all there were 
45 deaths, or 22.2 per cent. Ot those pre- 
viously vaccinated, ont of 139 cases in which 
such particulars are given, 81 were attacked 
and of these but two died. Of the unvaccin- 
ated 108 were attacked, and 36 died. In 
many houses where vaccination were perform- 
ed after the first case had occurred, no more 
cases followed. 

The origin of the ontbreak is thus des- 
cribed by Mr. Hawley, one of the medical 
officers, in his report. 

Joseph Thompson, aged 12, an immigrant 
boy came from the Liverpool Industrial School 
on the 25 of August, per Sarmatian, Allan 
Line, landed in Quebec with about forty 
others (from the same and other schools), on 
7th of September. Stopped at Kingston on 
his way west, at what he called the convent. 
From Kingston he was sent to Tweed under 
the care of Father Flemming of that Pee 
Here he was taken by a farmer named Edward 
King, at whose house he arrived about the 
15th of Sept. About the 18th or 18th of the 


ame month he was ill for nearly a week, 


vomiting, feverish, ete., which might have 
been the primary fever of small-pox but no 
eruption made its appearance. The immi- 
ut states that there was small-pox at the 
ndustrial School two months before he came 
out, forty were removed to a hospital and 
when they returned there was a fresh out- 
break. 
During the first two or three weeks in Oct. 
every member of King’s family were taked ill, 
but no deaths occurted, The illness spread 
to the neighbors, who were almost daily 
ee be ‘at. yot be 1 
e disease had not yet been recognized, 
and nearly all the neighbors became exposed. 
Before a diagnosis was made there were nine 
or ten in the Clare river district with some of 
their members lying ill. 

The origin of the Stoco outbreak is no doubt 
due to a Frenchman named -Jerry Lerange. 
He was assisting King at his threshing, and 
at night was placed tu sleep in the same bed 
with the little boy who was then ill. This 


cecurred about the 7th or 8th of October. - 


After leaving King's Lerange went from place 
to place continuing his work of threshing, 
during this stuge of the incubation of the 
(liseaxe in his system. On the 22nd Oct. 
he went to Isano Woodoock's (near Stoco) and 
taken ill shortly after his arrival, and died on 
November 2nd. He was not buried until the 
wecond day after his denth. During the time 
ho was ill and after his death, his friendsand 
neighbors kept constantly calling at the houxe 
not knowing the nature of the disense. On 
Noy. 5th members of Woodcock's family were 
taken ill, About the same time (Nov. 8-10th) 
Sinclairs’ also beeame ill, and in a few days 


| almost every one who had Leen exposed at 
at Woodvock’s became similarly affected. 


It 
was not, however, until Nov, 14th, when Dr. 
Pomeroy was asked by the Reeve to call and 
see some of the patients, that the true 
nature of the disease was recognized, aud 
up to this time no precautions had been taken 
read. On Nov. 18th, Jane Levec 
was taken ill in MI. Canniſſ's new house, and 
very shortly afterwards the owner opened it 
as a general hospital for the township, for 
patients that could not be properly treated in 
their own liouses.

The Globe of the 19th inst. says:—“A 
deputation consisting of Messrs. S. T. Wil. 
mot, Warden of Hastings, J. Tuttle, Reeve of 
Elzevir, J.C. Hauley, Reeve of Tyendinaga, 
P. Murphy, Reeve of Hungerford, and C. F. 
Aylsworth, Reeve of Madoc, waited on Hon. 
O. Mowat yesterday for the purpose of solicit- 
ing Provincial aid to meet the heavy expenses 
incurred recently in connection with the 
Hangerford small-pox epidemic. 

Mr. Murphy raid that the matter concern- 
ing which they were come was of Provincial 
importance, although happening in one local- 
ity. He said that as soon as the epidemic 
was discovered every possible measure was 
taken o confine it to one locality Many of 
the people were in very destitute circum- 
ateuces, on account of all business having 
been stopped, and to tax them to pay the 
incumberance, under present circumstances 
would be a great misfortune. The expenses 
could not have been kept down more than 
they wers. The County Council had dealt 
az liberally as they could, but without Pro- 


| vincial aid they would not be able to clear 


themselves for many years. 

Mr. Wood, M. P. P. for North Hastings, 
said that the matter was as much of Provin- 
cial interest as it was of local, and as such 
‘Provincial aid ought to be granted. He said 
that the prohibitory measures taken by the 
County Council were for the welfare of the 
hohle in the whole Province. The epidemic 
Was confived and stamped out throagh the 
e efforts of the people of Hunger 

utd, aud as the ravages of the disease were 
thus chreked the surrounding Counties 
Should brar a share of the expenditure.

Manure 
from highly fed horses is best, especially 
from those fed on cornmeal. Good ma 
nure, properly managed, ought to give a 
nearly uniform heat for two months, and 
sometimes it will last three months. 
Daring January and February the ma- 
nure should be put to the depth of a foot, 
after itis yrs a packed down. In 
il a smaller amount will 
usually bo sudicient: If the manure is 
u foot deep the heat may be too 
great. Over the manure place good loam 
to the depth of eight inches or a foot. It 
ogee to oe 8 2 hot · bed 
that glass be near the earth, especial · 
Ir in those made early in the season. 
or four inches space between the 
mold and glags is quite enough. Whil 
only fresh manure shou'd be used for th 
hot-bed, it should not be put in until the 
heating process has commenced. If it is 
entirely cold when packed in it will not 
heat. This heating usually begins about 
as soon as the manure is made, but, if it 
should not, in any case it may be piled a 
day or two before it is used,
